To Kill Spiders (excluding Black Widow, Brown Recluse and Hobo Spiders): 

1. Spray underside of eaves 1-2 seconds until surface is moist to kill spiders. Also apply as a spot treatment to building surfaces, around 
screens, windows, doors, patios, cracks, holes and crevices or  wherever insects are noticed. 

2. To prevent insects from entering the home, spray around areas where insects enter such as outdoor plumbing, faucets, etc. and cracks or 
crevices in foundations as well as along sills and ledges. 

Kills other insects, including Spiders (excluding Black Widow, Brown Recluse and Hobo Spiders), Scorpions: 
1. Spray short 1-2 second bursts directly on insects. 
2. For scorpions, stand 3-4 feet away and thoroughly cover the insect. Make sure scorpions are dead before removing.

Use Tips: 
1. If windy, stand with the wind at your back to avoid spray drift. 
2. Avoid spraying vegetation directly 
3. Rinse with water any desirable foliage that is contacted with spray. 

For scorpions, stand 3-4 feet away and thoroughly cover the insect.  Make sure scorpions are dead before removing. 

This product may stain or adversely affect vinyl, painted, and plastic surfaces.  Avoid application to asphalt roofing shingles as staining may 
occur.  Test in an inconspicuous area and re-check in a few hours before using in areas where spray may contact these surfaces.
